Some think it is a risky business 
to attempt to regulate a son's friend- 
hip. Admittedly so, yet you have 
it in >*fOM power to in a large de- 
gree control the matter. 

Every normal boy has great re- 
peet for his father, provided Hint 
father is deserving of his respect. 
The first step, therefore, is to se- 
ure und deserve the boy's oonfi- 
leiicc. This accomplished, a little 
tactful consideration on your part, 
together with a personal interest m 
his every day life, ought to give 
you control of the situation. 

But the surest way to control the 
matter is to constitute yourself the 
boy's chum. This cun be done if 
the matter is taken in hand early 
in the boy's life. 

To every young boy his father is 
a model of perfection. His first 
boyish ambition is to imitate father. 
If that father is deserving of imita- 
tion and will cultivate his bov's con- 
fidence, the problem is solved. 

Every father should seek first 
place in his boy's c<#itidencr. lie 
should make certain that he stands 
higher in the boy's regurd than all 
others. And as the years pass he 
should see to it that the bond is 
strengthened instead of weakened. 
But this can only be done by fully 
entering into the life of the boy and 
by making his life your life. 

It will pay better than any other 
investment you can make.

Reclaim Wsstc Town Lnnrls 

The question of' using idle city 
lands for food production is just 
now engaging the attention of the 
people of England, ns it has already 
done those of Germany, and efforts 
are being made to conserve this po- 
tential source of wealth. 

It is estimated that in the eity 
of London alone there are 14,000 
acres of idle land, capable of pro- 
ducing annually $500 worth of food- 
stuffs per acre — an amazing total 
of $7,000,000 yearly. 

In connection with the present 
high cost of living this item of news 
should carry a potent lesson foi 
every town and eity in our own 
country. 

The subject is full of possibilities 
for THIS town. 

Have you, reader, ever tried to 
estimate how many acres of idle 
land there are in this town — in OCR 
town 1 Take a day off some time 
and count the vacnnt lots that arc 
now given over to woods, old- tin 
cans and rubbish generally. Try 
to reduce this combined area to 
acres. Calculate the possibilities of 
the*e acres, and then you will see 
what the people of THIS TOWN are 
annually allowing to slip through 
their Angers for want of a little 
energy. 

It us folly to protest against the 
high cost of living when we are 
neglecting the means lying rigJit at 
our doors of largely alleviating 
those conditions. 

Almost any family can cultivate 
from a quarter to half an acre of 
ground, and a quarter or half acre 
will produce vegetables and small 
fruits for most of my family for 
the entire year. 

Look around you and locate the 
men who are loudest against the 
prevailing high prices. Are they 
the men who have cultivated good 
gardens and truck p*ntches? No, 
indeed! Tlic-c men have cellars 
well stored with sweet and Irish 
potatoes; they have probably raised 
and fattened a pig or two; they 
have fruits and vegetables canned 
and preserved, and are really LIV- 
ING AT HOME. And they don't 
have nightmares near the end of 
the month over the grocery bill that 
must be paid on the first. 

Let us have a revival of garden- 
ing interest in this town this year. 
Let's every one of us who have a 
few square feet or yards of soil see 
to it that that soil' produces this 
summer till of wheih it is capable. 
If we have no surplus ground of mi 
own, then let's rent a vacant lot 
from some neighbor and turn it in- 
to food tor the fumily. 

Many people in this town buy nil 
of their groceries and provisions 
from the stores and from peddh rs. 
paying out large sums in the run bl 
a year, while they have ample land 
lying idle from which they could 
supply a majority of their wants 
in this line. This is not only poor 
economy, but it is rank e.\tru\a- 
gance. 

But that is the way of the aver- 
age American citizen. He buys 
beans and raises cockle burrs. He 
buys, potatoes ami raises dog fennel, 
ni short, he buys ull he has to cat 
and raises hell generally over the 
prices he ha« to pay. 

Au important phase of the ques- 
tion lies in the splendid possibilities 
for health afforded by the congenial 
task of gardening. 

Every dweller in a city or small 
towu should, if possible, ucquire a 
piece of ground to work through 
the summer, be it ever so smull. .\n 
hour or two of diligent work in the 
soil is nature's finest tonic. It will 
dissipate the worst case of grouch;

Gradually the fanners of the state are beginning to realise what the 
politicians are preparing to do to them, if the vicious revenue bills pro- 
posed by the Tus Commi-sjon, ure adopted.

"3. We condemn with equal convic tion the provisions which, if up- 
plied to Itotfe in building and loan ussoeiutions would force such organ- 
izations into liquidation and thu> deprive many of our citizen- of the only 
available mean- for providing u home for themselve- and their families. 

• 4. We oppose the provisions which place in the hand- of whatever 
political party is lor the time being dominant in the Stute, whether it be 
Democratic ur Republican, in that ii bestow- unwarranted power in the 
hand.- of a few men. in whose -election the public ha- no voice, and whose 
power and influence would be such as to muke them a bulwark in the 
service of machine |mliticiuns that would enable the latter to control with 
..-npunity the will of the people if opposed to their manipulation. 

"5. We appeal to the present administration to cull to mind promise-

ABOUT AN EXTRA SESSION 

The outstanding indebtedness of 
Kentucky i« snid to be, in npund 
numbers, Ave million dollars nnd in- 
creasing nj the rate of about sixty 
thousand dollars a month, with no 
immediate prospect of meeting the 
indebtedness . 

It is not unusual for a State to 
owe five millions. Perhaps more 
than half the states of the Union 
owe more Ihsn that. 

ll is the CIIAHACTKU of Ken- 
tucky's indebtedness that irritates. 
Those little interest bearing war- 
rants are a nuisance. More than a 
j nuisance. A disgrace. 

The present revenue laws of Ken- 
tucky are perfectly good laws, but 
I they remind one of the cat the small 
| boy found in an ash can— a perfect- 
ly good cat, perfectly formed, per- 
fectly colored, nil right except it 
jhnd no lite in it. If Kentucky's 
I revenue laws had some life in them 
! they might be all right, antiquated 
i though they be. They HAVK BKKN 
•all right. They HAVE produced 
! sufficient revenue to meet the re- 
I quircments of the State. Why NOT 
j now? 

Well, tor one thing, nobody is put- 
; ting Jife into them. The assessors 
j are too "easy." The county boards 
j of supervisors are too easy. The 
j state board of equalization is too 
j easy. Too much polities. Too 
many men looking ahead for office. 

Then, for another thing, expenses 
are too *high. Too many offices.
